AN ACT to amend Chapter one hundred and ninety-seven of the
Private and Local Laws of 1859, entitled “‘An act to incorporate
the city of Buffalo.”

The People of the State of Wisconsin, vepresented in Senate
and Assemdly, do enact as follows :

Secriox 1. Chapter onc hundred and ninety-seven
of the private and local laws of 1859, entitled “ An act
to incorporate the city of Buffalo,” is amended by strik-
ing out the word “city ”” wherever it occurs in said act
immediately after the word ¢ Buffalo.”

StcrIoN 2. Section two of chapter two of said act,
is hereby amended by striking out the word “each”
in the fifteenth line of said section, and inserting in its
stead the word ¢such,” and by striking out the words
“clerk of the circuit court” in the forty-first line of
said section, and inserting in their stead the words
“clerk of the board of supervisors.”

SectioN 3. Section three of chapter two of said
act, is hereby amended by inserting the words * alder-
man or police justice” after the word “mayor,” where
it occurs in the first and second lines of said section,
and by striking out the word ¢either” in the fourth
line of said section, and inserting the word “other.”

SectioN 4. Section eight of chapter two of said act
is hereby amended by striking out the words “two
aldermen” where they occur in the sixth line of said sec-
tion, and inserting in their stead the words “one alder-
man,” and by striking out the word “their,” and insert-
ing in its stead the word “his.”

SEcTION 5. Section nine of chapter two of said act,
is hereby amended by striking out the word “immedi-
ately” where it occurs in the ninth line of said section,
and inserting in its stead the words “within five days.”

Secrion 6. Section one of chapter three of said act
is hereby amended by striking out the words ¢“police-
men, justice,” where they occur in the sixth line of said
gection, and inserting in their stead ¢ police justice.”

SecrioN 7. Section two of chapter three of said
act is hereby amended by adding the words, “but the
mayor shall have no vote in the meetings of the com-
mon council, except in case of a tie vote.”

AN ACT to create the office of County Superintendent of Schools.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows :

There shall be chosen at the general
dents of schools. 6lection held on the Tuesday next succeeding the first
Monday in November, of the year 1861, and biennally
thereafter, a county superintendent of schools for each
county of the state, who shall enter upon the duties of
Tamofofice.  his office on the first day of January succeeding his
election, and shall hold the same for two years, and
until his successor is elected and qualified. In each
county of the state having over fifteen thousand inhab-
itants, according to the last preceding census, the
county board of supervisors may, at any meeting prier
to an election of county superintendent, in any year,
determine, by resolution to remain in force until re-
scinded, that two county superintendents shall be
